Mr. Bradford, — Ohserving that my 
nance is mentioned in the Kentucky Ga- 
Eette of Thiirsdny the 2.‘id ult., and also 
in that of Thursday the 30th, ult., as one 
of the candidates to re|)resent the county 
of Fayette in the next Legislature. I give 
tor answer, that while 1 do not on any' oc- 
casion solicit office, and my principles 
not pormitting me to refuse such ns may 
be tendered t» me by the people. 1 ac- 
cept the station of candidate as now of 
ferred, and while I' am' by no means in- 
sensible to the honor done me in this call, 
I am equally sensible to the difficulties 
the acceptance mii.st inevitably subject 
me to. I deem it unnecessary to make 
adetnil ubmy polilical sentiments at this 
time; 1 '.vill however say, that my views 
and sentiments have undergone no 
change since I had the honor of appear- 
ing before my fellow citizens as a can- 
didate for tlie same office two years since, 
but have rather received strength and 
eonfirmation from experience and a more 
e.vtended knowledge of the subjects and 
of passing events.

Let me close this com- 
munication bv observing, that 1 shotild 
ennsiderour Legislature much better em- 
ployed in revising and abridging our laws 
and reducing them into such order, as 
would enable tile people generally to 
understand them, raiher tlinn go on in- 
creasing and diversifying them, so as to 
make it utterly impossible for the most 
profound judge to comprehend them. L 
have now given you my sentiments upon 
rilese several subjcc's, ns fully ns time 
end: circumstances would permit, and 
•hould they meet your approbiition, and 
you should elect mo, I shall thereby be 
laid ttnder lasting obligations for the hon- 
or thus conferred, and you tnay rest as 
•tired that mv best exertions shall at all 
times he made- for (ho prosperity, happi- 
noss and glorv of onr common cotintrv.

Have they come fbrward to show by rea-' 
son or argument the impropriety ofour^ 
course, or the inefficiency of our reme-| 
dies? If they have where is it to bei 
found? In what volume, or on what pub- 
lic occasion have they brought them for-j 
ward? Wo can readily refer to volumes 
and to public speeches where dogmatical 
falsehoods have been liberally dispensed' 
against the practice and its adherents, 
wo could even go so far as to point to 
men who have not scrupled to 
dogmatise in this manner;, hut we wish 
such to know that iheir ''ipse dtotite”' are 
neither proof nor argiimen;. | 

The writings of Ilance, Howard, Rob- 
inson, Smith, Cobb, Herscy, and others 
are before the public, and whenever theyj 
are read with- attention and without pre- 
judice, are (iroductive of revofuriuns in 
iho medical views of those who peruse 
them. If they are really ns futile as our^ 
opponents would wish to miike them, why 
not bring forth the I )re of Rome and 
Greece and batter down, the w'allsofour 
flimsy castle. 1 

The position upon which the BotaniCj 
practice is h-i.sed is, that all minerals, es- 
pecially Mercury, in all its variety of . 
preparations ; .Antimony, Ar.'cnic, Lead,^ 
Jfc.Sfc. or", under all circumslaaces,trhen 
received into the human system, whether^ 
by the stomach or by absorption, danger-] 
ovs poisons, calculated to destroy the vi \ 
tell functions, impair the constitution, and 
produce death. | 

This position is cither true or false. — 
If true, then the public mind shuttld be 
disabused concerning them. If false, let 
theopposers of the system show ifs-fhlsi-- 
ty. If true, those who continue toad- 
minister them to th« afflicted, under lhe| 
specious jiames of remedies, or medi- 
cines should be warned of the evil of 
which they are guilty; and cautioned to^ 
abandon so dangerous a course. Iffalse,' 
the proof o.f that falsity should ho placed! 
in an argumentative or a tangible fbrm; 
that we may be confined of our error 
and abandon it. 

But lot it be remembered that ridicule, 
will never drive an honest man to abnn-! 
don truth. 

While tho press labors to spread the; 
news of the death of any who may be un- 
der Botanic treatment, no nolics is taken 
of the thousand cases like the infant of a 
geutleninn in Jessamine, or the poor old 
Indian chief at the Choctaw Academy 
who were precipitated into eternity in a 
few hours by a chemical preparation of^ 
Antimony; nothing is said of the carious, 
bones, the scrofulous nodes, ihe teothlessj 
jaws, the rheumatic pains, the prostra-! 
tioii ol' bodily strengthrand of mental vig-‘ 
oor profhiced by mercury. Are we AtF- 
cused of harshness or of mrsrepresenta. 
lion ill this matter? We appeal to the tes 
tiiiionV of honest and candid mineral prac- 
titioners to bear us out. Phvsicians who 
have been honored in the first circles of 
Medico-science. — stars of the- first magni- 
tude in the medical conslenutions. W-e 
refer to Rush, Falconer, Hooper, Hamil- 
ton, Ives, Reece, Jackson, Linde, Pier- 
son, Mathias, Carmichael and others, 
men whose acquirements were not of 
that superficial character which is obtain- 
ed fnmi the schools, but of that solid order 
which can alone he obtained at the bed- 
side of the sick; — not mere theorists like 
most of Uid PUFFS of the present day, but 
who proclicaliy know tho dire effects of 
poisons upon Ihe human system — and^ 
monwhohad honesty and independence 
of mind to enable them to hold, fast to 
truth however unpopular. | 

We give the following from Hooper as 
quoted by Howard; I 

“Many courses of Mercury would kill 
the patient if the medicine were only giv-' 
en internally, because it proves hurtful 
to the stomach and intestines, tehen given 
in any form, or joined to the greatest cor- 
rectors. It often produces pains like 
those ol rheumatism, and nudes of a scro- 
fulous nature; and it occasionalh' attacks 
the bowels, and causes violent purging 
even of blood.” “At other limes, it is 
suddenly determined to the mouth, and 
produces inflammation, ulceration, and 
excessive flow of saliva’! “The teeth al- 
so become loose, and mortification some- 
times succeeds, and terminates in the de- 
struction of the gums, lips, and cheeks.” 
Several instances such as here described 
may be found without travelling out of 
our own county, and one perchance 
might he produced in this fair city. But 
we proceed.

BATTLE OF MLCAPOyY. 

OFFICIAL. 

Micapony, June 10, 1835. j 

General: 1 have the honor to report 
that xesicrday morning a party of Indi-j 
nils, e.siimaled at 150 or 200, made their, 
appearance in front of this place, at ihe^ 
distance ofabbilt three quarters of a mile.; 
'Their object was evidently to draw us 
out; and out having any dis|iosition to' 
baulk ibeir views, 1 directed Capt. Lee to 
take his company and skirt a hammock on 
the right of this post, and gain ibe left of 
the enemy. At the same time, 1 direb-' 
ted Lieut. Wlieelock to mount with his^ 
dragoons, and make a corresponding^ 
movement on the left, nud Lieut. Hiim-| 
phroys, with a detach nent Ol D and E 
comjianies of the 2d United Slates A;'tif-[ 
Icry, to move across a field in front, hold- 
ing a six pounder with a few men in re 
serve. 

'The promptitude with which my or- 
ders were complied with, brought the 
three detachments immediately in con- 
tact with the enemy. Seeing the heavy 
tire of the enemy, I became at once satis- 
fied they were treble our numbers, and 
immediately moved forward with the six 
pounder. The horses not being well 
broke, I was obliged to cast loose the pre- 
longe. 1 had hardly done this, and while 
wailing a flank movement of Lieut. Whee-| 
bx-k to unmask the six pounder, when I 
received a message that the Indians 
were coming oil the rear of this place. | 
Ilaving left a few teamsterS and citizens] 
in charge of the work, I deemed it proper' 
to move back with the gun, and gave di-| 
reciions accordingly. 'Taking irtyseif 
a shorter route a tjeld, I arrived a few mo-^ 
menis before the gun; and finding the 
report to be untrue, 1 directed Lieut. Tab] 
cotl; 3d artillery, to the field at full speed,] 
while with a few men I reconnoitred the 
roar of our position. J 

After an hour and twenty minutes’^ 
hard fighting under a broiling sun, our 
troops returned, having driven the enemy 
two miles iiito their strongholds. 'The 
gallantry and good conduct of byth offi- 
cers and men is beyond all commendation 
I am able to bestow; and it is with deep 
regret I have to report Capt. Lee, 3d ar- 
lilFery, se\'crely, but not dangerously 
wounded. He was shot early in the ac- 
tion, but directed his men to press foward, 
which they did mafitlly. 

I enclosed Dr. Maftitt’s report; arid let 
me express luy acknowledgements to Mr. 
Center, a resident of this place, for his 
unremitting kindness and attention to 
our wounded men and ourselves gene- 
rally. 

Some individual acts of gallantry will 
form a s|>ecial report from the officers im- 
mediately in command ot the troops. 

I received 800 rounds of cartridges last 
night from I’ort Drano, and shall move' 
there to-morrow moiiiing. Lieutenant! 
Burke 3d arlillefy, with his company,' 
reached that place at H i/clocfe last night. 

I shall write you on my arrival there.
